ALEXANDRIA-RAMLEH 
TRAMWAY. 


TRIAL OF NEW CAR 


Yesterday afternoon by invitation of the 
Alexandria and Ramleh Tramway Company, 
Limited, we made, in company with several 
others, the trial trip to the Palais on the first 
new mixed tramcar to be placed on the Alex- 
andria-Ramleh line The run was an eatire 
success and we are convinced that the pablic 
will experience the same satisfaction with the 
new cars as was expressed hy those who made 
the journey yesterday 

The cars in question are adapted for use 
with absolute comfort both in summer and 
winter. In winter they are closed in, and in 
summer they will be opened by the removal ot 
the windows and panels on either side of the 
car. In winter entrance to the car is made at 
either end and there is a central passage 
between the transversely placed seats, whereas 
in summer thie passage will afford further 
seating accommodation and entrance to the 
ear will he made from either side Each car ix 
divided equally for the accommodation of first 
and second class passengers, the only difference 
between the two being the provision of the 
comfortable “Kattan” seating for the former 
class. The cars, indeed, are constructed with 
every view to comfort and the decorative part 
of the work is thoroughly artistic, while both 
sbaking and jerking have been reduced to a 
minimuin, no matter what the speed 

The accommodation of a single-decked car 
of this type, such as we travelled in yesterday, 
is 46 when closed for the winter and 60 when 
opened for the suromer, the overall length 
being 12.80 méatres. Phe length of the car 
used upto the present is 8 1/2 metres with 
an accommodation (single deck) of 20 in those 
with longitedinally placed seats and 4@ in 
those with transversely placed seata. The 
doable decked car now in use is seated for 56 
persons, whereas those of the new type oan 
seat 92 when closed in and 116 when open 

A considerable advance has also been macle 
in «peed. The cars at present on the line 
were able on trial to run at the mate of 45 
kilometres an hour, while the car which we 
travelled on yesterday has run at the rate 
of 60 kilometres per hour Indeed, throughout 
our trip yesterday our car was unable to do 
justice to its constructors as regards speed as 
it was held in check by the car which left the 
station before it The points and carves were 
negotiated without noticeable jerking or 
swerving, and, as we have already mentioned, 
the shaking was remarkably slight at every 


specl, except iloring the passage over the 
short length of grooved lines. Another point 
of advantage, which must not be overlooked, 


is the control which the expenenced wattman 
bas over his car. these care going at their 
maximum speed can he brought toa stop in 
a length of about 50 inetres, though such « 
short pollup would, as may well be imagined, 
be by no means agreeable to the onanticipating

EGYPTIAN COTTON IN U.S.A 


Secretary Wilson, of the Department of 
iculture at Washington, in an address de 

jivered on the 8rd inst., said :— Fi 

“The farmers of these localities (Louisiana 
and Mississipi) are beginning to compre. 
hend the situation which confronts them 
Demonstration work has been organised, and 
the Department is teaching methods of grow 
ing cotton aud diversifying crops to more than 
a hundred thousand farmers throughout Texas, 
Louisiana and Mississipi, who are now work: 
ing along these lines During the past year it 
has been demonstrated that Egyptian cottons 
can be successfully grown on ovr soil. We 
have been importing millions of dollars worth 
of these cottons for the manufacture of certain 
kinds of goods. Various efforts have been made 
to grown Egyptian cotton here in past years, 
but none have succeeded. This year we have 
produced from three-qoarters of « bale to 
bale of bigh grade Egyptian cotton under ifri 
gation conditions in the Southwest.

THE SCRNE OF THE RARTHQUAKE. 


Visitors to Calabria are nowadays so tew 
and far between that the news of the terrible 
havoc, which has just been wronght by the 
earthquake, will na,appeal to many. And yet 
Gerace, where the telegrams say that the 
cathedral has been utterly destroyed is in one 
of the loveliest, though most neglected corners 
of Burope, and the beauty of the scenery of the 
bridle-road from Gerace over the Aspromonte 
by the Passo del Mercante tu Casalnooro 
leaves an indelible impression on every tra- 
veller's memory Gerace is the see of a bishop 
and is on the upper slopes of the lofty moan- 
tains which extend from the great backbone of 
the Apennines into the sea. It was a» place of 
great strength in the middle ages, bat frequent 
earthquakes, particularly that of 1783, bave re 
duced its citadel to ruins The cathedral, which 
has been ruined a few days ago, was orginally a 
Gothic building and was overwhelmed in the 
catastrophe of 1783. Its buildings are pietaree- 
queand contain many marks of Saracenic 
influence. Gerace sprang trom the rains of 
Locri Epizephyrii whose citizens are so cordial- 
ly praised in the 11th Olympic of Pindar. 
There is a beautifel aketeh of Gerace, by Mr. 
Lear The aathor of “Pyramids end Progress,” 
Mr. Ward, in bis work un Greek coins, seys 
“The glorious scenery of this part of southern 
Italy, its massiveness and its breadth, is stil! 
in full evidence, and the sites of the modern 
towns are remarkably pictaresque The blue 
sky and sunshine, the bealthy, well-grown 
peasantry — whose women still retain their 
picturesque ancient costumes (unfortenately 
anly seen on Sundays and f@te-days)—make it 
one of the richest grounds for the artist. If 
only some of our modern watercolour painters 
would spend their spring or autumn bolidays 
there, they might then show that Mr. Lear, the 
landscape-painter of fifty years ago, only gave 
os asmall sample of its inexhaustible love 
lineas.”
